Kggs were three cents n dozen 
In tho store nt Elllsvllle and neigh- 
bors scorned to charge n newcomer 
for 'settings. So bo found himself 
Boon In the hog and poultry business. 
Farm labor, bo put down, could be 
had at from SCO to 5S0 per half year.

In this English chase, as described 
by TIt-KUs, two horses would run 120 
yards, then the Jockey who bad -the 
load was at liberty to take whatever 
ground bo pleased, tho other being 
bound to follow within a Bpeclflod 
distance or else he bo whippcd-ln by 
Judges who rode by. The passing 
nnd repassing of one another went on 
until ono horse fell out through sheer 
exhaustion, thus giving the other 
equally overdriven animal a flnal 
lead.

Prevent Forest Fires 

One cent an acre Is being spent this 
year to protect the foresta of the 
United Slates against the peril of 
devastating tires. Uncle Sam's share 
of this Is one-third of a cent. 

This smai: sum, used to guard one 
of the greatest, though dwindling, 
natural resources of the country. Ia 
divided three ways, with the federal 
government, Uie state nnd private In- 
dividuals sharing the burden. 

Under the Clarke-McNary law of 
1024 the forest service co-operates In 
the work wUb tho states on n basis 
whereby tho states must nt least equal 
tho federal appropriation. For the 
fiscal year Ip^O the federal treasury 
Is providing SL'IOO.OOO. an increase of 
5200.000 over the previous fiscal year. 
The states and private Interest, be- 
tween them, are making up the dif- 
ference. 

Working with the forest service are 
experts of 38 states. 

New Type of Submarine 

Carries Battle Plane
